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Contractors Must 
Renew Licenses 


Before June 30th 


Sacramento, June 22, California’s 
army of more than 24,000 contract- 
ors were warned today by Col. C. W. 
Huntington, state registrar of con- 
tractors, that they must apply for 
their new 1932-33 license before 


‘midnight June 30th, in oider to 


legally continue in business. 

Licenses for the current fiscal 
year, Huntington said, expire at 
midnight June 30th, and a con- 
tractor who has not applied for a 
new Hcense is opperating illegally, 
if he delays filing his application 
for several days. 

The annual license fee under the 
state contractor’s registration act 
is $10. A contractor who has failed 
to file his application by July 30th 
wil be compelled to pay an addit- 
ional $10 penalty, according to 
Huntington, who is also director of 
the state department of profession- 
al and vocational standards, of 
which the contractors’ bureau is a 
unit. 

“All contractors,” Huntington 
said, “should file their application 
by June 30th, despite the 30-day 
period of grace allowed. 

“A contractor who fails to file an 
application by June 30th will be op- 
erating illegally, and he is courting 
many complications in the event 
the job on which he is then em- 
ployed becomes involved in litiga- 
tion and is also prohibited from 
biding on a public or private pro- 
ject. 

However it is my sincere hope 
that all contractors will obtain 
their license promptly, and that it 


will not be necessary to levy the $10) 


delinquency penalty. The contract- 
or should not look upon this purely 
as a license. Rather, it should be 
regarded as a fee or contribution to 
a fund which the contractors them- 
selves created and which serves to 
protect them from loss due to ne- 
farious operations of unscrupulous, 
unethical or fly-by-night contract- 
ors, who break down the public 
confidence in the legitimate con- 
tractor, 

“The law was enacted by the leg- 
islature upon the behest of the in- 
dustry which sought state protect- 
ion from the unscrupulous and un- 
ethical operator and sought to pro- 
tect the public and at the same 
time establish higher ethics and 
standards within the industry.”

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Federal Auto Taxes 
Now In Operation 


With the new federal revenue 
bill now in effect, the results of the 


new levies as they affect automo- 
bile owners will be closely studied 
and efforts continued to overcome 


features of the bill which are de- 
clared to be unfair and discrimin- 
atory, according to the California 
| state Automobile Association. The 


measure provides for a one-cent 
per gallon federal tax on gasoline 
and various taxes on automotive 
products, such as taxes on new 
cars and trucks, parts and accesor- 
ies, tires and tubes, as well as a tax 
of four cents a gallon on lubricating 
oil. 

These levies were strongly oppos- 
ed by organized motordom and the 
automobile industry. Various state 
legislatures have joined in protest- 
ing against the federal gasoline tax 
on the grounds that it is an invas- 
ion of a state tax field and may 
have @ serious effect on state road 
funds. 

In contending that the revenue 
bill singles out the motorist to bear 
an unfairly large share of the new 
taxation, the Automobile Associa- 
tion points out that the measure 
will exact a pproximately 
$258,000,000 a year from automo- 
bile owners, a sum amounting to 
twenty-three percent of the 
revenue to be raised. 

The bill was passed, the Associa- 
tion declares, under circumstances 
which caused Congress to ignore 
appeals for a fair and_ scientific 
distribution of the tax burden. 

With the addition of $258,000,000 
|to the total of state taxes paid by 
motorists in 1931, the annual tax 
; bill on car owners throughout the 
| nation will amount to $1,283,000,000 
exclusive of any increases in state 
|taxes on motor vehicles which may 
be imposed this year, according to 
the Association. 

The federal gasoline tax was en- 
acted for one year, while the other 
new automotive taxes are effective 
for two years.

PUBLIC WARNED AGAINST _ 
CIVIL SERVICE 
“COACHING” SCHOOLS 


The following statement is made 
by the United States Civil Service 
Commission: 

The Commission warns the public 
against paying money for “coach- 
ing” courses in preparation for fed- 
eral civil service examinations. 

Schools which sell such courses 
under present 
money~under fazse pretenses. A 
purveyor of civil service courses is 
now under indictment in Iowa for 
false representation. It is expected 
that other cases of prosecution will 
follow. 

Comparatively few appointments 
are being made in the Federal civil 
service. Vacancies which must be 
filed are filled by the transfer of 
those in the service or the rein- 
statement of those who have been 
in the service, wherever practicable. 

It is seldom necessary to an 
nounce an examination. In most 
cases large registers of eligibles 
exist as a result of examinations 
held during the previous year. 
When an examination is announced 
the applicants are usually hundreds 
of times in excess of the need. 

Money paid for civil service 
coaching courses at this time might 
almost as well be thrown to the 
four winds.

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FLORENCE RETAINS 
ITS ANCIENT CHARM 


Old City Is Not Spoiled by 
“Face Lifting.” 


Washington.—“Florence, officially 
Firenze, venerable Italian treasure 
chest of art, is making new strides 
toward modernity,” says a bulletin 
from the National Geographie so- 
ciety. 

“City planners of Florence first 
shocked antiquarians when they 
raised the city’s old wall in the ‘six- 
ties.’ The wall site now hums with 
modern traffic. Subsequently an- 
cient and medieval palaces, churches 
and residences partially or com- 
pletely disappeared to enlarge pub- 
lic squares and widen main streets. 

“Now it is proposed to build a 
new bridge across the Arno river 
within eyeshot of the Ponte Vecchio, 
the medieval shop-flanked span that 
has long been one of the most strik- 
ing ‘sights’ of Florence. More wa- 
ter mains and electric lights for 
dark streets alse are contemplated. 

“These improvements will not ob- 
literate old landmarks. The city, 
at least 2,000 years old, has out- 
grown three walls and has spread 
to both banks of the Arno. 

Artists’ Mecca. 


“Amid alternating periods of 
‘peace and turbulence the city has 
never lost its spirit. It felt the 
wrath of Caesar; frequent plagues 
left thousands of dead in their 
wake; Pisa and other near-by city 
states harassed its inhabitants when 
the Florentines themselves were not 
at their neighbors’ doors with strong, 
well-equipped armies; European 
princes, with greedy eyes set upon 
its growing wealth and industrial po- 
Sition, stormed its walls; and per- 
haps, worst of all its troubles, were 
medieval riots and outbreaks against 
the nobility. Dante, one of its most 
famous sons, was burned in efligy 
in a Florentine square. In the same 
square the monk, Savonarola, Mar- 
tin Luther of Italy, was executed 
and his limp form reduced to 
ashes, 

“Florence rose to the pinnacle of 
art and culture in the Fourteenth 
eentury. It ranked among the great 
financial, industrial and commercial 
centers of the known world. Its na- 
tive-born artists. augmented by 
adopted wielders of the brush and 
sculpture’s mallet, formed one of 
the most illustrious gatherings of 
all ages in the field of art. 

“Micheiangelo, Giotto, Leonardo 
da Vinci and Raphael either were 
born or lived in Florence. Their 
Studies produced sculptures for the 
public squares and the niches of 
the numerous palaces and famous 
paintings for palace walls. Mean- 
while their brushes also applied 
frescoes to walls and ceilings of 
Florentine buildings and wealthy 
merchants of the city accumulated 
art collections from the studios of 
foreign artists. 

“Florentine commerce expanded 
until the city had a representative 
in nearly all the important known 
ports. The ruling Medici family ex- 


panded its financial influence. At 
one time it owned 16 banks and 
made icans to powerful European 
rulers. The florin, once Europe's 
most widely circulated coin, was 
named for the city, and first cir- 
culated there. The three-ball sign 
of the pawnbroker was adopted 
from the Medici coat of arms. 


Byways Charm Tourists. 

“Florence now has nearly 300,000 
inhabitants and remains one of the 
most charming cities in Europe. Its 
valuable collection of paintings, 
sculptures and frescoes have weath- 
ered war and riet and near its mod-

throngs of people each season 
to balls and parties, fruit buds 
and blossoms prove an equally 
potent lure every year to the gen- 
eral public. For they make ever¥- 
one think of fruits and eat them, 
not only fresh fruits but canned 
fruits as well. This is the biggest 
time of the year, for instance, 
for the consumption of canned 
cherries. 

The blossoms come before the 
fruits, of course, but you can get 
almost all of the fruits in cans. 
So we're going to give an early 
season fruit debutante party, and 
to tell you about it, as nearly as 
we're able, in the society editor’s 
way. 

“Among those present” were 
the Apples, the Apricots, the 
Blackberries, the Blueberries, the 
Cherries, Mr. Cocoanut, the Mis- 
ses Crabapple, the Currants, the 
Figs, the Fruits for Salad, and 
the Misses Gooseberry. Also the 
Grapes, Mr. Grapefruit, the Lo- 
ganberries, the Peaches, the 
Pears, the Pineapples and the 
Plums. The Prunes were also 
present, and Miss Quince and the 
Raisins, the Raspberries, Mrs.

This is the way they 
do it. 
Peach and Apricot Filling: 


Whip one cup cream, and add six 
tablespoons confectioner’s sugar. 
Add one-half cup canned peaches, 
one-half cup canned apricots cut 
in fine pieces and well drained, 
and one-half cup halved fresh 
strawberries, candied cherries or 
grapes or other fruit. Use as fill- 
ing for cream puffs or for cake. 

Then there was that Date with 
Mr. Pineapple who had an awful 
crush on her. This, too, resulted 
in a wedding, and the way of it 
was this: 

Pineapple and Date Filling: Mix 
one-half cup sugar with one table- 
spoon cornstarch, and add to one 
cup sour thick cream. Cook in a 
double boiler till thick, stirring 
constantly. Cover and let cook 
fifteen minutes longer. Cool. 
Add one-fourth cup well-drained 
crushed pineapple and one-fourth 
cup chopned dates. Use in cream 
puffs or as a cake filling. 


Fresh Fruits, Too 


It’s a big mistake to believe 
that marriages take place between 
canned fruits alone, for there are 
also frequent romances between 
fresh fruits and canned. Have you 
heard about that affair between 
that fresh Miss Peach and Mr. 
Raspberry? There was no scandal. 
She didn’t give him the rasp- 
berry, but they were married in 
this way. 

Peach and Raspberry Sponge: 
Soak one tablespoon gelatin in 
one-fourth cup cold water. Com- 
bine one cup syrup from the 
canned raspberries, one _ table- 
spoon lemon juice and one-fourth 
cup sugar, and bring to boiling.

Pour this mixture over the gela- 
tin, and stir until dissolved. Cool. 
When about to set, fold in two 
stifiy-beaten egg whites and one 
cup diced fresh peaches. Pour 
into one large or six individual 
molds, and chill. Unmold and 
serve with the canned raspberries 
poured over and around the mold 
and with cream if desired. This 
serves six. 

And who ever would have 
thought that Mr. Apple Sauce 
would fall for that fresh Miss 
Strawberry? But he did in this— 


Fruited Spanish Cream: Beat 
two egg yolks slightly, add one- 
third cup sugar and one cup 
scalded milk, and cook in a double 
boiler until the mixture coats the 
spoon, stirring constantly. Soak 
one tablespoon gelatin in two ta- 
blespoons cold water, then dis- 
solve in the hot custard. Cool the 
custard, add one cup canned apple- 
sauce, one-half cup macaroon 
crumbs and one tablespoon lemon 
juice, and let stand until about to 
stiffen. Then fold in one-half cup 
beaten cream and one cup fresh 
strawberries cut in halves. Chill. 
Serve in sherbet glasses with a 
few whole berries for garnish. 
This serves eight. 


At a Cocktail Party 


Mr. Apricot and Miss Grape 
came together, they say, at a cock- 
tail party. This is the way they 
tell about it. 

Apricot and Grape Cocktail: Cut 
the apricots from a No. 2 can in 
quarters. Arrange in cocktail 
glasses with the grapes from No. 
1 can or two 8-ounce cans. Mix 
the juice from three lemons with 
the grape and apricot syrups and 
pour over. Chill thoroughiy. This 
serves eight.*
